000 and their perhaps 45,000,000 dependents 
unless they Join unions. 

On the basis ot actions, which speak louder 
than words, wo can go further than Mr. 
Davis wont. Wo can .say that not only docs 
the government decline to help non-union 
workers, but It actually hampers them. 11 
forbids pay Increases which employers are 
ready and anxious to make, 

Thu-s the governmcnf.'i Inadequacy, so far 
as the 15,000,000 who nre not beneficiaries 
of the little steel tornuila Ik concerned. Is 
not merely one of pas-slve lmpoter>ce: It Is 
one ot active obstructionism. 

The obstructionism Is not nnlver.sa!, but 
selective. It Is not conllned to the war labor 
board; It Is probably wor.se with the tren.sury. 
There. In some Jurisdictions at least, 11 Is 
frankly Ideological. 

Consider, tor example, the adnilnlatralor 
who, passing upon the ca.se of a white collar 
worker whose income had been cut In half, 
expressed forthrlghtly hla reason for forbid- 
ding a raise: -i- 

"No man who earns as much as S5.000 can 
be considered A victim ot discrimination or 
maladjustmenl." 

Yet for union member,'! wage scales yield- 
ing as high as S7.200 for n concrete ml_xer 
have been approved, according to Sen, Harry 
F. Byrd,

Law enforcement officials will give you a 
logical reason for the marked Increase In 
number of automobile accidents during re- 
cent months. Drivers generally have become 
more cureless In spite of wartime speed regu- 
lations. 

Moat serious of these contributory offenses 
Is the failure of drivers to observe stop signs, 
particularly on rural roads Intersecting ar- 
terial highways. A number of fatal accidents 
have occurred lr> Magic' Valley recently be- 
cause of such violations. 

As a whole, farmers are the most serious 
offenders when H cornea to observing stop 
signs, probably because they arc not ac- 
customed to approaching dozens of stop 
signs every day as are the city drivers, nor 
■ are they as likely to be apprehended by traf- 
fic patrolmen. 

TJiat, however, does not excuse the urban 
motorist by any means from having a part 
In the Increased number of nuto accidents. 
Hit and run driving In Twin Falls has in- 
creased to a point where the police depart- 
ment is planning concerted action. 

Not only nre more cars belng'smashcd up 
through carelessness but more of the drivers 
Involved are hazarding a criminal offense 
by falling to report accidents In hopes of es- 
caping detecUon anii cost ol damages. 

Lives are Just as precious ns they ever 
were, and there never was a time when It 
was more Incumbent on all of us to take 
better care ot our automobiles and tires. 

"Why not be good sports, all o[ us? Let's 
try to be considerate of one another and put 
an end to all this peril, damage and trouble 
by driving according to all established rules. 



HUMAN, IN PART 
News- accounts from New Zealand bring
